Harvey Bowers, ‘69, scales Mt. McKinley 
This past summer, Harvey Bowers, ‘69, and a band of hardy mountain climbers, 
conquered the 20,320-foot summit of Mount McKinley, the highest point in North 
America. Braving 20 below zero temperatures in violent snow storms at oxygen 
depleted altitudes, Harvey reached the awesome summit at 3 PM on 26 June. 


Harvey and his wife, Sandy, 
live in Wasilla, Alaska, They 
skied and took long hikes in the 
Grand Canyon to prepare for 
the assault on Mount McKinley 
in the Denali National Park. “/ 
have been planning this ever 
since | was in college,” Bowers 
said. “But | never had the time 
or the money to do it.” 

For years, Harvey and Sandy 
divided their time between run- 
ning the Alaskan Agate Bed 
and Breakfast in Wasilla and 
making excursions up local 
mountains. At age 45, Bowers 
dove into aerobic workouts and 
hiking trips with 75-pound water 
bottles on his back. 

On June 10, Harvey and his 
group flew to the Kahiltna Gla- 
cier base camp at 7,000 feet. 
He had never climbed above 
13,000 feet before, and didn’t 
know how he'd react to the 
higher altitudes he faced. 

The three-week trek stalled 
3,000 feet from the top when 
Bowers and his party were 
trapped five days by horrid 
weather. (Three other climbers 
also were trapped at 19,400 
feet, and one of them died). 

The snow continued to fall 
and the “wind sounded like a 
freight train." They drank melt- 
ed snow and ate beef jerky, 
plus grits, which nobody liked. 

At 3 PM on 26 June, they 
finally reached the summit of 
Mount McKinley. Wind burned 
and exhausted, Bowers crested 
the continent's highest moun- 
tain at 20 below zero.

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SPC TLIGHT on BOB REISACHER 


Bob Reisacher, ‘38, retired from 
the U.S. Army Engineers as a full 
colonel after as interesting a career as 
one could conceivably have. 

Bob, who now lives in Santa Fe, 
NM with his wife, Tatiana, went to 
Carnegie Tech, Princeton, George 
Washington, and finally, in 1952, to 
the University of Edinburgh, Scotland 
on a Fulbright Fellowship. 

He also went to all the requisite 
engineering schools in the Army, plus 
the Army Command and General Staff 
College, the Armed Forces Staff 
College, the Army War College, and 
the Army Aviation Schools. Lest you 
think that all he did was attend school, 
read on. 

Sent to Guadalcanal 

Bob's first assignment in World War 
ll was to a truck battalion on Guadal- 
canal. Being the junior lieutenant in 
the battalion, Bob was called on to 
construct a mess hall and club facility 
“When the CO found out that | was a 
graduate architect, the job was mine,” 
Bob says. 

There was one problem: a row of 
coconut trees right where the building 
was to go, plus orders that not one 
tree could be cut. Bob designed the 
structure so the trees went through 
openings in the roof. “Everyone 
thought that the effect was great,” he 
remembers. 

But when the mess hall had its 
Official opening with all the brass 
present, a huge wind came up and 
coconuts began to fall on the roof with 
an explosive sound. “Someone 
shouted ‘Air Raid!’, and everyone

hit the deck... It's funny now, but it 
wasn't funny to my CO then.” 
Taiwan, Korea and Vietnam 

After Guadalcanal, Bob served on 
Tinian, then Alaska, and with a MAAG 
unit on Taiwan. He was with the Army 
Aviation Board at Fort Rucker before 
becoming battalion commander of the 
7th Aviation Battalion in Korea 

After teaching history at West Point, 
Bob became exec of the 11th Aviation 
Group, 1st Cav, in Vietnam. Later, he 
was military assistant to the Under- 
secretary of the Army. 

Back to civvies 

When he retired, Bob went to Saudi 
Arabia where he managed desaliniza- 
tion operations.

Joined CM, Inc., and CRSS 
of Houston as group vice 
president, and was put in 
charge of their construction 
projects in Tunisia, Egypt, 
and Saudi Arabia.

In trouble at AMA 

Bob recalls that in 1934, his first 
year at AMA, he was charged with 
using profanity toward an upperclass- 
man. “! was dumbfounded... | didn't 
recall speaking to an uppercilassman, 
let alone using profanity toward him, 
but | soon found out what | had done 
wrong...” 

Bob and the accusing cadet both 
appeared before Major Jacobs, the 
assistant commandant, where the up- 
perclassman told Major Jacobs that 
Bob had called him a “Spic", which, 
since he was from a Spanish country, 
was profanity to him. In fact, Bob had 
done just what he was charged with, 
“since everybody called him that, and 
| thought it was his nickname, being 
rather naive about such at the time..." 

Major Jacobs was unimpressed with 
Bob's explanation, and sentenced him 
to twelve hours raking leaves at 
Colonel Roller's residence. “At this 
late time, | want to apologize to that 
cadet who reported me. To this day, 
every time | rake leaves at the old 
hacienda here in Santa Fe, | 
remember this story.” 

Bob adds that it “was amazing the 
great number of leaves one could 
rake in twelve hours, especially on 
Saturdays when everyone else had 
gone to Staunton.”
